Tbe question upon tbiapart of the case to far 


then atanda thut: Tbe commissioners with 
th e advice and consent of tbe Governor were 
au thorizedjto cause to be erected ou the ground* 
purchased for that purpose suitable building* 


i for the use aud accommodatiun of said institu- 


tion, which shall hereafter be called uud known 
by the name of the " Wisconsin State Lunatic 
Asylum." 
And it was emphatically ordered 


that auch buildings should be constructed " in 
accordance with the plan of tho Wornoater 
Hospital for the insane 113 recommended by the 
committee in their report to the Senate."

It Was t lie first Any lum 
lor the iiisuue pauper iu the United States] and 
on account of its wonderful success, its widely 
extended benefita, und comparatively moderate 
expense, deserves, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, to be held up us a uiudel for our imita- 
tion." 


If the language there used iu the report nf 


the Senate committee, did not commend the 
plan of the Worcester Hospital to the confi- 
dence of, and uittktt it acceptable to, the legis- 
lature, by favorable representations, your com- 
mittee caniint conceive how it is possible for u 
I'ucummcadatioa to be made iu the English 
language. 


Wu leave the discussion of that question.— 


There is a proviso to section four, following the 
portion already quoted, which is us follows : 


•' Provided, That siiid commississiouers shall 


have power to make any alterations therein, 
which they may think necessary, and which 
will not mnteriulitj change said Jtlmi, or increase 
tlie. cost of said building." 


The plan of the Worcester Hospital as de- 


scribed iu the report of tho Senate committee 
ia also described in the paper hereto annexed, 
marked " D." In order to a full understanding 
of the powers of tho commissioners to make 
alterations, we will state the converse of the 
Proviso, as follows: 


'• Provided, That said commissioners shall 


not have power to make any alterations therein 
which they may think necessary, and which 
will materially change said plan, or which will 
inuterially increase the cost of said building."

It is contended by the Attorney of Mi1. Proud- 


lit, that the word " materially" ia indefinite, us 
here used, and therefore the power to alter tho 
plan, or increase the espenso, uiuy be exercised 
indefinitely. 
Tho conclusion ia by no means 


warranted by the argument. " Material" meant 
important, substantial, of great consequence, 
essential. The commissioners had no right to 
make important, substantial, or essential alter- 
ations—or nlterntions of great consequence, 
either in plan of the building, or by way of in- 
creasing its cost. 


In relation to its cost, the Senate committee 


said in tlieir report, that, aided by a gentleman 
of this town well acquainted with, biiihliug, 
they had made an estimate of tho expense of 
erecting an Asylum iu this Stutu upon the plan 
of that at Worcester, aud that according tu the 
estimate, tlie total expense would be $-22,'J->0 
—aud the committee added that " Tho above 
estimate may not bo entirely correct in every 
particular ; but the committee- are confident 
the expense will not exceed the above esti- 
mate '." Upon such a Report, by *nch a com- 
mittee, ia regard to the plan of the building, 
or iu regard to thu expense, the act authorizing 
a Luimtio Asylum wan passed. 
The act re- 


ferred to the report so fur as it ali'ected the 
plan and eatimated expense; and those portioca 
of the report became, by the intent of the act, 
a part of the act itself.

alteration in tbe plau, or material increate of 
the cott of the building.

Is the alteration such as to increase the coat of 
the building beyond the expense estimated by 
the committee, or beyond tbe expense of tbe 
plan propoted or recommended by the com* 
mittee of the Senate 1 If so, then it ia impor- 
tant, substantial, essential, and therefore ma- 
terial. An immaterial alteration in the plan, 
or in the detail* would not change the general 
order, harmony, or proportion* ot the buildings, 
or increase the expense. If it changed the pro- 
portion or symmetry, it was a material altera- 
tion. That it a material, important, essential 
altentthm, which change* the relation of one 
part to Another—which increase* the extent to 
attoiserttiethecoit That it a material alter- 
ation which destroys proportions. The word 
pla*.

feet as between the Worcester plau and tho 
plan adopted by the commissioners. . Tho cen- 
tra buildi-.ig of tho Worcester Asylum as de- 
scribed is 7(5 feet ion;; and forty wide, with two 
wings projecting from the ends. The centre 
building i.f tho Wisconsin Asylum as adopted 
is GO by 12U teot, winjjs projecting from tho 
sides. 


The plf.n of the Worceiter Hospital -as de- 


soribeil in the report of tho Lunatic committee 
is thia—it consists of a center buildiug and 
two wiugt:.

plan covering ~0,840 superficial ft., more than 
tlie wings of the, Worcester plau. The whole 
building upon the Worcester plan would cover 
!)5ilJ superficial ft., while the whole building 
upon the Win. plan as adopted by the Com. 
would co\er 44,4:30 superficial ft., or 34,580 su- 
perficial i't. more than thu Worcester Asylum 
plan according to which the law ordered Liuild- 
inf!3 to bo erected. 


Th« Wisconsin plan, as adopted, would cover 


nearly four times aud a half tbe quantity of 
ground more than tlio Worcester plan proposed; 
uud yet it is contended that the plan of the 
Wisconsin Asylum, us adopted by the Commis- 
sioners with tho advice of the Governor, is not 
a material alteration of thu plau of tho Wor- 
cester Asylum, us recommended ill the report 
of tho Senate Committee, and is DO material 
change of said pjari in any respect which 
would inert-rise. tli« cost of said building. 
The 


Asylum upon the Worcester plan was to have 
been heaiud by furnaces in the cellar.1 
The 


Wisconsin Asylum by plan as adopted, was to 
be '• warmed by passing air over pipes on plates 
containiu.; steam under low pressure, or hut 
water. And the boilers for generating steam 
were to te in a detached building, and thu 
whole building to bo lighted with gas. 
The 


plan of the Worcester Asylum, «3 recommen- 
ded, 
was u almost every respect different in 


the detail and arrangement. Tho general ar- 
rangemeLt ot' tlie Wisconsin plan us adopted, 
is briefly jjiven in tlie report of tho Stiperin- 
ttndaut. Ho says page 18, " the building will 
be of stone, consisting of u basement ami two 
principal ttories in every part, except tho cen- 
tre and projecting portions of the wings which 
will rise higher. On the centre building will 
be a doiin; in which will bo placed the water 
tanks. Ventilating shafts will terminate on 
the projecting portions of the wings nnd in tho 
centre dome. Thu central building separates 
the two si'.tes and on either sido of it are three 
ranges of wings. 


Tho first range is separated from the centre 


building ty a space of 8 ft, wide, and the other 
rungus fali back sufficiently far to leave the 
corridors .ipeii at both ends, giving, when com- j 
ploted, ei'ht distinct wards for each sex, Uo- 
sides accommodations for more violent patients. 
The cellar is excavated throughout He whole 
extent, in which are the air chambers, reser- 
voirs, passages by railways for convoying food 
from thu Kitchen to the dill'erent dumb waiters 
between is und tho extreme- wings, purposes of 
ventilation, &.C. All culinary arrangements 
with thosn for heating, gas making, und pro- 
curing water for the establishment, and indeed 
whorevtr fire is requsite, occupy a distinct 
building f-oru the Asylum. All pipes, flues &c. 
wilt be conducted by archways to the main 
building. A comparison of the plan recom- 
mended and particularly described iu the report 
of the Senate Committee with the details of 
the plan j ud arrangement of tbe Wisconsin 
Asylum as adopted, show BO remarkable a de- 
gree of <li Terence that there is hardly a point 
in which ;. similitude may be traced. This last 
plan is tu 1 of modern improvements. • The 
working power of the institution is a steam en- 
gine ; the building is to be lighted with gns; 
und the food for officer* and patients to bo lit- 
erally con/eyod by railroads over an acre and 
a half of cellar to different points or stations, 
whence it is tu be raised to tbe several apart- 
ments, for which it is destined. 


Before v/e discuss any further the entire de- 


parture of the commissioners and Governor 
from the directions of tbe law in the plan for 
this Asylum, your committee will call attention 
; to the question of cost, because tbe same con 
j elusions must bo arrived at in regard to both 
questions. Mr. D. S. Vittum, one of the com- 
missioners, was during the session of the Leg- 
islature of 1854 a member of the Senate and 
BH chairmi 11 of the committee which made the 
report upon which the Lunatic Asylum act wot 
bused, and recommended the expenditure of
